Jan. 19.—(4)—American bombers 
have cut all the railways carry- 
ing the bulk of supplies into Rome 
from the north, air force experts 
said today after examining recon- 
naissance photographs of the 
area.

The house measure carries only 
two figures, a maximum of $300 
for 60 or more days of service, 


and a minimum of $100 for less 


than 60 days, régardless of wheth- 
er the service was rendered 
abroad or in the United States. 

Not eligible to receive the pay- 
ments are veterans whose base 
\pay exceeds $200 a month, those 
| whose service was performed as 
those discharged dishon- 
orably, and those released at their 
own request to obtain private em- 
ployment. In the latter group are 
most inductees released after they 
became 38 years of age. 

Heeding pleas of Chairman 
May, Democrat, of Kentucky, of 
the military committee not to con- 
fuse the measure with bonus legis- 
lation and to be mindful of the 
impact of the payments on the 
Treasury, the house rejected 
amendments to provide extended 
Army pay after discharge, to boost 
the maximum to a flat $700 and 
an aggregate of $1,120 including 
monthly unemployment benefits, 
and to make merchant seamen 
eligible for the benefits.

In addition, said the commu- 
nique and an order of the day by 
Premier Marshal Stalin, that five- 
day offensive of General Leonid 
Gorov has: 

Stormed and captured the heav- 
ily fortified towns of Krasnoye 
Selo and Ropsha; retaken Peter- 
hof, summer home of the Czars;

In all, 195 guns were captured, 
including 36 of 152 to 406-milli- 
meter calibers (6 to 16-inch), 
which had been shelling the city 
from 15-mile range.

19.—(4")—-In terrific twin thrusts to free Leningrad 
entirely from its two and one-half-year siege, the Red army smashed 
12 miles ahead through the city’s outskirts on a 25-mile front today, 
seizing by storm two key fortresses,

Still farther south, 300 miles be- 
low Leningrad in the area north 
af Novosokolniki, the Russians an- 
nounced capture of several more 
populated places in a continuing 
offensive, while on the first 
Ukraine front they took Goshcha, 
18 miles east of Rovno on the main 
highway to that threatened Nazi 
rail center in old Poland. 


The Germans continued to coune- 
terattack in the far south. around 
Khristinovka, but all their at- 
tempts were reported repulsed 
with heavy losses. 


In the great breakthrough at 
Leningrad’s outskirts, the Russtan 
communique mentioned capture of 
the town of Volosovo. This appar- 
ently was not the railway town 
shown on most maps 45 miles 
southwest of Leningrad and only 
40 miles from the Eathonian bor- 
der, as Stalin's order of the day 
clearly defined the area of ad- 
vance as still some distance east- 
ward.

WATERWORKS “DESTROYED” 


London reported a Rome radio 
broadcast saying that the capital’s 
waterworks were “destroyed” in 
an Allied air attack today on the 
outskirts of the city. Residents 
were urged to use water spar- 
ingly.

FLORENCE LINE SMASHED 

Flying Fortresses, in their recent 
raids, put out of commission the 
central line from Florence to 
Rome on their raids at Ptstoia, 
Prato and Pontassieve, all near 
Florence. 

The bridge at Cecina, south of 
Pisa on the west coast line, has 
been cut for several weeks and 
the railroad vards at Pisa were 
hit by Wellingstons and Liberators 
Monday night and Tuesday.

NEW BRITISH OFFENSIVE 

Meanwhile, in a strong new of.- 
fensive along the ancient Appian 
Way to Rome, British troops have 
smashed across the lower Garigli- 
ano river and established bridge- 
beads at three points in the face 
of furious German resistance, Al- 
lied headquarters announced to- 
day as American artillery rained 
shells into Cassino preparatory to 
an assault on the Nazi stronghold. 

Latest reports said the British 
were holding firmly to their foot- 
holds on the western bank of the 
Garigiiano despite repeated Nazi 
counterattacks supported by tanks 
and heavy artillery fire.

“Men, materials, machines, pow- 
er, initiative, and ‘know how’ will 
all be available,” Kaiser stated. 
“The big question is how such de- 
velopment can be financed.” 


He said cities were in relative- 
ly comfortable financial position. 
He added highways could be made 
self-liquidating through imposition 
of tolls. Anent other projects, he 
suggested a sales tax would 
“spread the cost so that it will 
rest on all who enjoy the bene- 


fits.” 
“When the war-torn cities of Eu- 


rope are rebuilt, as they will be, 


under modern planning and de- 
sign, a new Europe and a new 
Russia may well challenge our 
complacency,” he asserted. “If the 
American spirit prevails, we, too, 
may build a new nation, not only 
in terms of the institutions of free- 
dom, but in the physical manifes- 
tations of progress.” 


“IMMEASURABLE PROSPECTS” 


No people in history, Kaiser 
said, ever have contemplated 
“such immeasurable prospects” as 
those on our industrial horizon. 
He mentioned superplanes, elec- 
tronics, new types of automobiles, 
synthetics, prefabricated houses 
and air conditioning among many 
developments in “the realm of 
realizable promise.”

Two other merchantmen were 
left sinking and three were dam- 
aged in the attack on Rabaul. 

One hundred Japanese planes, 
constituting the enemy’s biggest 
display of defensive strength in 
many weeks there, rose to inter- 
cept and 18 were shot down. Fif- 
teen others probably were destroy- 
ed. Twelve Allied planes were 
lost, the heaviest toll paid by the 
raiders at Rabaul in a single raid 
this year.

Following conferences between 
the mayor, Miss Ira Jarrell, school 
superintendent, and Thomas W., 
Clift, school business manager, the 
board’s finance group ordered 
Clift to prepare the new budget 
to include the bonuses for a pe- 
riod of six months, subject to 
later extension. 

The Board of Education will in- 
sist that school employes be given 
the same salary considerations the 
mayor and council have allowed 
non-school employes. 

After visting the mayor, Miss 
Jarrell said the “city administra- 
tion’s policy of feeding all city 
employes from the same spoon 
still holds.” 

“We were told a budget call- 
ing for school bonuses parallel 
to those voted non-school em- 
ployes would be satisfactory to 
the mayor. He said it was all 
right to pay the bonuses if we 
had the money.” 

Clift expects to have a proposed 
budget ready to submit to the 
next board meeting February 8. 

The old blanket 10 per cent 
bonus required about $350,000 in 
revenue for 1943, and Clift be- 
lives that figure will be required 
for 1944. In addition the new 
bonuses—ranging from 5 per cent 
for lower brackets to 2% per cent 
for the higher brackets——will add 
another $150,000 to salary ac- 
counts of the school department 
for the new year, bringing the 
total cost of school bonuses to ap 
proximately $500,000 for the year.

MOSCOW, Jan. 19.—(4)—Brit- 
ish and American diplomats in 
Moscow showed fresh concern 
today over the latest turn of 
events in the case of Pravda’s 
peace rumor story, and the Rus- 
sians remained officially silent. 

However, the Moscow magazine 
“War and the Working Class” 
said today that Hitler’s hopes of 
splitting the Allies were buried 
forever by the decisions of the 
Moscow and Teheran conferences 
and added that “the peoples of 
the countries aMied with us and 
their responsible leaders must un- 
derstand the efforts being made 
by Nazi*elements.” 

However, the magazine articles, 
reported in e@ Reuters dispatch 
from Moscow, denounced “under- 
ground activity of defeatiats in 
the United States and Britain” 
and called for “cleansing of the 
political atmosphere from poison- 
ous gases” spread by the Nazis in 
an attempt to split the Allies. 

The Soviet press gave the Ris 
sian people news of the British 
Foreign Office denial of the rumor 
that the British had been discuss- 
ing peace with German Foreign 
Minister von Ribbentrop, but it 
carried only a brief news dispatch 
on the denial and it made no com- 
ment, editorial or otherwise. 

Failure to publish the text of 
the reg denial gave some wor- 
rv “British authorities here. 
They “telt that it would have been 
better if the Russian press had 
printed the text of the denial 
rather than the item they did 
carry: a one-paragraph story from

Yank RAF Hero, Wade, 
Killed in Italy Crash 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Jan. 19.—(#)—Wing Com- 
mander Lance C. Wade, regarded in the Mediterranean theater as the 
greatest fighter pilot of the war, was killed last Wednesday in an air 
accident in Italy, it was announced today. 


The 28-year-old American ace of 
the RAF. who shot down 25 en- 
emy planes confirmed and many 
probables before being relieved of 
combat flying two months ago, 
crashed to his death when his 
small communications plane went 
into an unexplained spin many 
miles behind his own lines. 


His death in a common flying 
accident was one of the ironies of 
the war, for he had faced the en- 
emy almost daily as a combat pi- 
lot for more than two years and

had had many dramatic escapes. 
Twice he was shot down and once 
walked 27 miles through the des- 
ert back to a base. 

Wade, born at Reklaw, Texas, 
began flying at the age of 17 at 
Tucson, Ariz. His father had 
flown with the Lafayette Esca- 
drille in the last war. 

With a companion, Sidney Mu- 
hart, Wade went to Canada in the 
first year of the war and enlisted 
in the air force. 

Together they fought in the 
“Battle of Britain” and in 1941 
were transferred to the Middle 
East. Muhart was fatally burned 
when attacked while flying over 
enemy lines to Tobruk that year. 

Wade, quiet and unassuming, 
tending to premature baldness, 


fought on with the British in the 
desert, in Tunisia, in Sicily and

British Outbomb Nazis 
By 400 to 1 This Year 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—(#)—The 
Royal Air Force has dropped 400 
times more bombs on Germany so 
far this year than the German 
Air Force has dropped on Britain, 


Air Minister Sir Archibald Sin- 


clair told commons today. 

From January i through the 
night of January 17-18, the British 
Bomber Command dumped some 
6,000 long tons of explosives on 
German targets while only about 
15 tons were unloaded by the 
enemy on Britain. 

The biggest Royal Air Force 
raids in 1944 have been: Berlin, 
1,000 tons on January 1; Berlin 
on January 2; Stettin, January 5, 
and Brunswick, 2,000 tons, on Jan- 
uary 14. No official figures have 
been released on the second Ber- 
lin raid or on the bombing of 
Stettin, but it was estimated 
roughly that they were of 1,000 
tons each, 


finally in Italy. He became a 
squadron leader and the leading 
ace in the Mediterranean. 

When the United States came 
into the war he passed up higher 
rank and more pay with the U. S. 
Air Force to “string along with 
the guys I’ve been with so long.” 

He was decorated with the Brit- 
ish Distinguished Flying Cross and 
two bars, and in November was 
elevated to wing commander 
(equivalent to lieutenant colonel) 
on the staff of Air Vice Marshal 
Harry Broadhurst, giving up com- 
mand of his Spitfire squadron. 

At one time Wade commanded 
a formation of Hurricanes operat- 
ing from a secret air field in the 
desert 100 miles ahead of the most 
advanced British ground forces. 
From this field, which received all 
its supplies by air, the Hurricanes 
destroyed over 150 enemy vehicles 
and damaged 700. 

Wade was buried with full hon- 
ors in a British war cemetery in

Tax ‘Rebellion’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(/)— 
Secretary Morgenthau, taking note 
of a woman industrialist’s call for 


business to follow her example 
in putting aside postwar reserves 
out of tax money, said sonight 
that “to advise citizens to refuse 
to pay taxes—particularly in time 
of war—smacks of disloyalty.” 

“Such an attempt,” the Treas- 
ury head said, “is especially un- 
worthy of persons profiting from 
war contracts.” 

Morgenthau made no direct ref- 
erence to Miss Vivien Kellems, of 
Westport, Conn., or her address to 
a civic group in Kansas City yes- 
terday in which she said she had 
not paid her December 15 income 
tax installment and urged that 
others in business follow her ex- 
ample. She asserted present tax 
rates are unconstitutional and 
confiscatory. 

In a statement, Morgenthau de- 
clared: 

“Most Americans are praud to 
pay their taxes to help win the 
war... We in the Treasury are 
charged by law with collecting 
these taxes .:. 

“Anyone or everyone has a 
right to advocate changes in the 


law by due legislative process. 
“However, to advise citizens to 


refuse to pay taxes—particularly 
in time of war—smacks of dis- 
loyalty. 

“Such an attitude is especially 
unworthy of persons profiting 
from war contracts.” 

Earlier, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau served notice that it is go-

duction boss reported. 

In terms of airframe weight, a 
26 per cent increase in total air- 


jcraft output is planned for 1944, 


Wilson’s production: blueprint ex- 
plained. Gross weight of 1943 air- 
frames was 741,800,000 pounds, 
and will be at least 1,000,000,000 
pounds in 1944 if the present pro- 
gram is completed. 

In 1942, the average airframe 
weight was 6,110 pounds. This 
increased to 8,630 pounds in 1943, 
and will be 10,000 pounds or over 
in 1944. 

THE AIRFRAMES 

Airframes are planes complete 
with wiring but lacking engines, 
propellers, landing gear, tires and 
other equipment such as instru- 
ments, radio, oxygen apparatus 
and armament. 

“Weight is the true measure of 
production effort,” Wilson said in 
explaining the trend toward in- 
creased average weight-of-plane 
and the leveling off of unit out- 
put. 
Factory space made available 
by discontinuance of trainers, non- 
combat craft and smaller tactical 
planes will be converted “to the 
maximum extent practicable” to 
construction of component parts to 
be used in the assembly lines 
building the bigger aircraft need- 
ed in 1944, Wilson said.

Subsidies Ban 
Wins Approval 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(>)— 
President Roosevelt’s domestic 
legislative program suffered an- 
other setback today when the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee approved 
a bill which would ban all con- 
sumer food subsidies after June 30. 

In so doing, the committee re- 
jected the administration's request 
for authority to spend $1,500,000,- 
000 this year to hold down retail 
prices of food and turned thumbs 
down on one of the major pro- 
posals in the President’s annual 


message. 

The measure approved by the 
committee is a two-point bill by 
Senator Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 
bama. It would continue the life 
of the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, which makes production 
loans to farmers, and ban the use 
of food subsidies after this fiscal 
year, which ends June 30. 
VOTE 10-9 

The vote sending the bill to the 
senate floor, where it is certain 
to provoke prolonged debate, was 
10 to 9. Earlier this session the 
committe had disapproved the bill, 
but Senators Taft, of Ohio, and 
Tobey, of New Hampshire, Re- 
publicans, swung over to support 
of it on the new vote. 

Chairman Wagner, Democrat, 
New York, said he hoped for early 
floor consideration since the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation’s life 
will expire February 17 unless ré- 
newed. Originally due to expire 
with the year‘s end, it was extend- 
ed temporarily by a resolution 
which in effect postponed the sen- 
ate subsidy battle until after the 
congressional recess for Christ- 
mas. A measure similar to the 
Bankhead bill was passed by the 
house two months ago. 

FARM STATES OPPOSED 

Opposition to subsidies has come 
chiefly from legislators from farm 
states who contend the public is 
well able to pay higher prices for 
food. President Roosevelt has 
vigorously advocated them for 
months and has told congress the 
administration will not be able to 
hold the line on wages unless food 
prices are held down, 

In his message last week, he 
made “cost of food” legislation, 
involving subsidies, one of five 
major legislative requests. The 
others were for a “realistic tax 
law,” continuation of renegotia- 
tion of war contracts to prevent 
“exorbitant profits,” re-enactment 
of the stabilization (price and 
wage control) law, and a national 
service act. 

The House Military Committee 
yesterday postponed indefinitely 
consideration of a national service 
act and legislators generally agreed 
there is little chance for its en- 
actment although the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee is going ahead 
with hearings. 

Similarly, the legislators have 
shown no inclination to bring the 
$2,500,000,000 tax bill into line 
with Mr. Roosevelt’s request for 
a $10,500,000,000 measure and, as 
the bill now stands, it includes 
amendments to the renegotiation 
law which the administration con- 
tends would destroy it. 

The issue of re-enacting the 
stabilization law has not yet 
It a June 30.

Workmen Are Menaced 


SAN JUAN, Argentina, Jan. 19. 
()—The ruined city of San Juan 
was shaken again today by an 
earthquake and toppling walls en- 
dangered workmen digging into 
the debris caused by Saturday 
night’s shock, which wrecked most 
of city’s buildings and killed more 
than 1,500 persons. 

Since the quake Saturday night 
the city has experienced a series 
of temblors, one occurring last 
night as President Pedro Ramirez 
was addressing the survivors and 
broadcasting from a square amid 
the ruins. 

While the government has re- 
ported officially the recovery of 
1,500 bodies from the ruins, it 
was said unofficially that 3,000 
bodies had been cremated. A to- 
tal of 3,000 persons were reported 
officially to have been injured.

America.” 
| Georgia ministers and laymen 
taking part in yesterday’s program 
were Dr. W. A. Blassingame, of 
Moultrie. conference lay leader; 
Rev. L. A. Cochran, of Valdosta, 
who spoke on evangelism: Rev. 
George G. Clary, representing the 
board of education, and the Rev. 
A. A. Waite Jr.. of Macon, who 
spoke as a representative of Meth- 
odist youth. Following an address 
by Dr. Harold Bosley. of Phila- 
delphia, on dedication to the task, 
a consecration service was held. 

Bishop Arthur J. Moore gave a 
full explanation of the purposes 
of the bishops’ crusade now in 
progress throughout the United 
States. Bishop Moore himself has 
already taken part in crusade 
meetings in Maine, New York, 
South Carolina, Georgia, and will 
go today to Florida, where a cru- 
sade meeting will be held at Or- 
lando.

Yet, despite the fact that, through the discontinuance of 
political inefficiencies, an annual Saving of nearly a, quarter- 
_ million dollars has been affected, there is none who can truth- 
‘fully say but that Georgia’s State Patrol rendered greater service

The feature about the revised State Patrol which offers the 
most appeal to the average Georgian, however, is its undeviating 
policy of impartial law enforcement. Gone are the days, in short, 
* when friends of the administration had only to call the executive 
* offices to secure their own release and their arresting officer’s 
dismissal. 

They all look alike to Commissioner Charles A. Williams and 
his deputy commissioner, C. H. Millians. And that, undeniably, 
is as it should be.

Order of Business 

It is apparent that congressional consideration of a national 
service bill, as recommended by President Roosevelt in his recent 
message, has been indefinitely postponed. A house committee 
has pigeonholed the measure indefinitely. 

However, this must not be taken entirely as the result of anti- 
administraton elements in the congress. It must be remembered 
President Roosevelt himself, in his message, made his recom- 
mendation for a national service law contingent upon prior 
achievement of four other urgently needed restrictions. These he 
named as an adequate tax law, renewal of the war contract 
renegotiation law, control of the cost of food through subsidies 
to producers and a price and wage stabilization law. 

Until all’ four are passed upon, even the President did not urge 
enactment of the mational service law. 

Thus, even though there may well be strong congressional 
opposition to the service law, it cannot yet be considered that the 
President’s recommendations have been completely flouted. Too. 
changing conditions could easily end the opposition of some 
representatives to the bill. 

For instance, if labor should be foolish enough to permit more 
strikes to impede the war program, and if heavy casualty lists 
began coming in from the fighting fronts, congress might well 
look more kindly on any proposal which would effectively keep 
the home front 100 per cent war active.

Strange Noises in 
Diplomatic Basements 


Pravda prints an item saying it had received 
reports that England had sent messengers to 
meet with German envoys to discuss a separate 
peace. 

It was an amazing statement, coming so closely on the heels of 
the tri-power meeting at Teheran. In this country it would have 
meant nothing more than the routine reporting of a rumor. Pub- 
lished in Pravda, which is the unofficial voice of the Russian gov- 
ernment, it meant something. 


It hardly could have meant more than the fact that Russia was 
reacting in her accustomed manner to anything English. That is, 
with suspicion. Russia\didn’t care for the Polish border disputes 
and Russia knew, aS England knew, to her sorrow, that she was 
stuck with the Polish government in exile. She could not, even if 
she wished, disown the Polish government, which long has been 
an English headache untouched by aspirin or ordinary remedies. 


So, England was trying to work at it patiently, seeking to per- 
suade the Poles not to be fools and at the same time not break 
with them. 

. Russia, more realistic than ever now that her armies are win- 
ning, was restive and quite unable to understand why England 
didn't at once put the Polish government in its place. So, Russia 
began to see shadows behind walls and to hear strange noises in 
the diplomatic .basement. 

So, when one of the wild reports came through the borders that 
someone in some other nation had heard from someone in another, 
that England and Germany had met secretly, Pravda got the notice 
for publication. 

It can hardly have been more than that. 

It is important to keep in mind that the 


BORDER DISPUTES 
Polish border dispute is one which can 


never be settled except by agreement. There are no borders one 
can go back to and say, “These are the true borders which are fair 
and satisfactory to both nations.” 

The borders have changed so often, and always with bitterness 
and force, that there can be no easy agreement. Four times has the 
nation known partition. It just happens that Poland is in a most 
awkward situation. 

Poland disappeared from the map in the 18th century. Woodrow 
Wilson restored her in 1919. | 

Poland was the aggressor in a land-snatch from Russia shortly 
after her restoration. Poland, without much doubt, suffered from 
a delusion of power which she did not possess. 

Poland made many pacts after 1919. She made pacts with 
Germany, France and the Soviet Union in addition to pacts with 
other smaller nations. 

The Poles always have been extremely nationalistic. John 
Gunther credits a story to the great pianist, the late Ignace Pad- 
erewski. Five men of different nationalities each write a book 
about an elephant. The Englishman goes to India, organizes a hunt, 
and composes a thick, illustrated travelogue, ‘‘How I Shot My First 
Elephant.” The Frenchman casually visits the zoo and promptly 
produces a yellowback, “L’Elefant et Ses Amours.” The German 
plunges into research and emerges years later with a five-volume 
work, “Introduction to a Monograph on the Study of the Elephant.” 
The Russian: gets drunk on vodka, retires to a garret, and issues a 
slim philosophical treatise, “The Elephant—Does It Exist?” The 
Pole sits down in the national library and turns out a flaming 
pamphlet, “The Elephant and the Polish Question.” 

That is exactly what we have today. Here is a government in 
exile, representing in no manner the Polish people, since members 
of the government in exile are only those with money and influence 
enough to escape, complicating the elephantine problem of peace 
with the Polish problem. 


PEACE PLANS It is utterly absurd for this Polish government 
. to jeopardize the entire peace plan, yet it may. 

Any sensible person must be sympathetic with the British position. 

The Poles fought. 

They are a symbol] just as DeGaulle became the French symbol. 

It is complicating and it is dangerous. The Russians know it. 
The Russians, viewing the future, see po reason at all to go along 
with this Polish government in exile. The English know it for 
What it is—a symbol but not really a government representing the 
Polish people. The Russians see no reason to humor its whims and 
its nationalistic passions. 

“The Elephant and the Polish Problem” is not so much a jest as 
it is an uncomfortable truth. 

Until it is settled, and settled to the satisfaction of the Russians, 
they are going to be most suspicious of the English government’s 
Polish policy.

A Pledge To Win, 
And Keep, the Peace 


You’ve heard of the Atlantic Charter with its 
guarantee of the four basic rights of mankind. 
You remember the world-famous “Fourteen 
Points” set forth by President Wilson during 
World War lI. 

A group of leading American writers has drawn up a pledge 
containing eight points, which is circulated in the hope that all 
Americans can gladly and fully subscribe to all eight. It is brief 
and to the point Read it and decide whether you could sign in 
full concurrence. Here it is: 

I am a citizen of a great country created 160 years ago by 
the union of thirteen divided and quarelling colonies. Now, to 
save us all from future wars such as the one in which we are 
engaged, the time has come for all the countries of the world to 
get together in the same way. I therefore favor the following 
ideas: 

1. We must see to it that the Germans and Japanese are de- 
feated in such a way that they can never again start another 
war. * 

2. A world organization should be formed, which would not 
in any way interfere with my being an American. 

3. At first it should be made up of the United Nations and 
any neutral countries that the United Nations may want to 
admit. 

4. But Germany, Japan and their allies may not be ad- 
mitted until they show that they can be trusted. 

5. Just as no one of the United States may leave the Ameri- 
can Union, so no member may at any time leave the world 
organization. 

6. Just as Pennsylvania may not declare war on California, 
so each member of the world organization will have to give 
up forever the right to commit any act of war against any 
other member. Aa* 

7. Just as we have a police force and a National Guard to 
keep order, so the world organization will have a police force 
operating all over the world for the same purpose. 

8. This world organization should declare itself against the 
idea of any nation ruling any other, and so should gradually 
rid the world of any such system—thus making freedom a 
universal right. 


FROM A SECRET NEWSPAPER pe of the many under- 


round newspapers in oc- 
cupied Europe, the Flemish “Steeds Vereenigd” (United Ever), 
publishes a protest against various breaches of the laws of war 
committed ‘by the Nazis. It cites a number of such instances. 

For instance: On July 30, 1943, an RAF bomber was shot down 
at Elversele, East Flanders. The craft was returning to its Eng- 
lish base after a raid on Germany. Separated from its flight be- 
cause of engine trouble, the bomber was attacked by an over- 
whelming number of Messerschmidts. It destroyed three of the 
German planes before it was itself put out of action. Five of the 
bomber crew bailed out by parachute. Others of the crew re- 
mained on board, sacrificing their own lives to blow up the bomber 
in the air and thus avoid injuring or killing any of the civilian 
population. 

The parachuting RAF airmen were machinegunned by the Ger- 
mans while coming down. All were thus wounded. As soon as 
they reached the ground the German soldiers stripped them of 
leather jackets and other clothing. Some of the Belgian onlookers 
involuntarliy protested. A few days later these Belgians were de- 
ported by the Germans in reprisal.

1 in the province of Antwerp. Two 
crew members descended safely by parachute by were brutally 
beaten by members of the Nazi Black Brigade after arrest. 

A German motorcycle soldier had a British prisoner in the side 
car of his machine. A Belgian smiled at the Tommy, who nodded 
in return. The Belgian who smiled was thereupon beaten by the 
German. 

Other Belgians who waved to RAF pilots made prisoner were 
also beaten by the German soldiers. 


WRONG NUMBERS Here is an item from one of the Ger- 


mon-controlled papers in occupied Bel- 
gium. It bitterly complains of “sabotage” by Belgian public serv- 
ices workers. It says telephone calls from the provinces are usually 
cut off if the conversation is pro-German. Furthermore, in many 
local calls from German offices or headquarters the line is reported 
“out of order.” 

Also, the Belgian phones have the dial system and they have 
that scheme by which, dialing a certain number, you are told the 
correct time. This pro-German paper says it is not unusual when 
one of their staff dials the time number, instead of hearing the 
correct time, to hear a voice say, “No, I am not your spgaking clock!”

Fair Enough 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—I do not 
profess to know Marshall Field's 
motives of whooping up and, I 
think, greatly exaggerating such 
anti-Semitic activity and feeling 
as may exist in New York and 
Boston but nobody is obliged to 
believe that he is doing this out of 
sympathy for victims of persecu- 
tion or out of honest abhorrence 
of wrong, and I don’t. On the 
contrary, I insist that Mr. Field, 
through the medium of his snarl- 
ing little New York publication, 
which follows the pattern of cer- 
tain European papers, is one of the 
most dangerous anti-Semitic in- 
fluences in the United States. As 
far as I know, although Hitler 
used many avenues of attack on 
the Jew in Germany, oth brutal 
and subtle, he never -hit upon the 
device of pretending to love them 
and turning sentiment 
them by giving violent offense on 
their behalf. Mr. Field is fabu- 
lously rich and only recently 
turned to journalism and osten- 
sibly good works after a life not 
particularly distinguished by in- 
terest in public affairs, unless 
horse racing could be so regard- 
ed.

championship of the Jews and this 
exaggeration of petty scraps be- 
tween kids appearing in a paper 
with. the peculiar editorial slant 
and the provocative manner of the 
Field press, irresistibly causes some 
people to associate Communism 
with Jewishness, which was exact- 
ly what Hitler did to make non- 
Jewish anti-Communists’ hate all 
Jews, including the anti-Commu- 
nists. And, although some of his 
friends try to excuse him on the 
ground that he is just an innocent 
millionaire with a belated yearn 
to do good, I do not believe he 
can be so dumb that he does not 
know that the blackguardism thus 
committed also tends to becloud 
reason and arouse resentment 
against the very people that he 
purports to defend. 

As Joseph Medill Patterson re- 
marked in an editorial in the 
Daily News, it is fatuous to pre- 
tend that racial and _ “religious 
prejudices do not exist among the 
American people; but usually they 
are kept in the background, and 
they are still under control in New 
York and, I have reason to be- 
lieve, in Boston, too. Detroit has 
seemed to be the center of the 
nastiest feeling, for there I have 
heard a number of smug mo- 
tor industrialists, including some 
mouthy bores who don’t hold their 
liquor any too well, make entirely 
unprovoked cracks against Jews 
in general. 


I would attribute this In part to 
the influence of Henry Ford's old 
Dearborn Independent and in part 
to Charles E. Coughlin, although 
in justice to Mr. Ford I should 
say that in the course of a visit 
of several hours a couple of years 
ago I heard him make several 
gratuitous remarks which ex- 
pressed a generous; Christian at- 
titude toward Jews. But in New 
York, Christian and Jew have 
managed to rock along very well 
together up to now and it is no 
service to the Jéws or the com- 
munity as a whole to cry pogrom 
every time some Jewish kid gets 
a poke in the nose in an ordinary 
schoolyard scrap. 


His Responsibility 

Some of Mr. Field’s intimate as- 
sociates tell me that I have got 
the guy all wrong and that his 
Chicago paper, the Sun, and not 
this New York thing of his, is the 
true expression of his journalism, 
the Sun being much different and 
not given to the violent crusades 
of his New York voice. That is 
a pretty serious thing to say about 
a man with a fortune as large as 
his who has gone into the pub- 
lishing business on two fronts. It 
seems to mean that the power of 
his fortune is being used by others 
to create a dangerous diversion 
between Christians and Jews in 
New York who don’t want trouble 
and would get along fine if let 
alone. At any rate, the respon- 
sibility goes straight to Marshall 
Field and if he hasn’t the intel- 
ligence and conscience to refrain 
from exerting the power of his 
money to this effect, he shouldn't 
be in the publishing business, al- 
though, of course, this is not to 
suggest that he ought to be sup- 
pressed.

Dewey-Warren Ticket 
Seems GOP Certainty 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—It is rather amazing 
to observe the practical unanimity with which 
most political commentators are predicting, even 
at this early date, that the 1944 Republican presi- 
dential ticket will be made up of Governor Thomas E. Dewey, of 
New York, and Governor Earl Warren, of California. 


Reasons for this are severalfold. Aside from any question as 
to the qualifications of the two governors, both of whom have 
splendid records, they turn on geographical considerations, always 
a weighty factor in national politics. 

It is not alone that Dewey and Warren would give the Repub- 
lican ticket a perfect balance as between the eastern and the western 
sections of the country, but the party, in order to win, must, in 
all probability, carry New York and California, two of the most 
populous states which in the past three presidential elections have 
gone overwhelmingly Democratic’ 

These two great states have a combined total in the electoral 
college of 72 votes, which is more than 25 per cent of the 266 votes 
necessary to win. The force of the Dewey-Warren slate, therefore, 
is found in these figures. Both governors have demonstrated their 
ability to carry their respective states by substantial majorities, 
although it,remains to be seen, of course, what strength they would 
be able to muster against the champion vote-getter of them 
all—FDR. P 


DEWEY EXPECTED TO ACCEPT As regards Governor 


Dewey, about the only 
thing that seems able to prevent his nomination right now is a 
public declaration on his part that he would not accept the honor 
if it were offered him. There are growing indications that he will 
do nothing to discourage the efforts being put forward in his be- 
half. On the contrary, he is expected, in due course, to lend his 
active co-operation to the movement. , 

The Dewey boom has been given added impetus by the fact 
that Old Guard elements within the party have been only too willing 
to seize upon his name as a means of defeating the candidacy of 
Wendell L. Willkie, whom they genuinely dislike. 

- rym for the Willkie angle, Dewey would find the sailing much 
arder. 

As things stand today, Willkie will have to prove himself another 
political miracle man to overcome the opposition that is being built 
up against him. It may be that he will yet go into the convention 
with the largest block of votes pledged to any individual candidate, 
votes he has obtained the hard way through the various preferential 
primaries. 

But there is no indication that there will be enough of these to 
put him over. In the first place, something less than a majority 
of the convention is elected by preferential primaries. Willkie 
could win all contests of the kind open to him and still fall far 
short of a majority. 

Hence it looks more and more like Dewey any way the matter 
is considered. While the possibility of a deadlock and a dark 
horse is not to be written off entirely, the outlook at the moment 
is all in favor of the New York Governor’s nomination. 

And if Dewey is

. the presidential 


nominee, the logic of the situation, geographical and otherwise, 
points more to Governor Warren than any other candidate sug- 
gested. It is epitomized in the appeal a New York-California ticket 
would carry in large sections of the country. 

Turning for a moment to the Democratic situation, about the 
only certainty that exists for the present is that Mr. Roosevelt will 
be the nominee for a fourth term. All of the indications are that 
there will be even less opposition to his nomination this time than 
there was in 1940, when the third-term question was such a lively 
issue. The party simply has no one else to offer with any chance 
of success. 

Far less certainty exists over Mr. Roosevelt's running mate. 
Informed political observers give Vice President Wallace no more 
than a 50-50 chance of again going on the ticket. A vice presi- 
dential candidate is usually picked with an eye to his ability to 
carry his home state. Mr. Wallace showed he was unable to de 
liver on this score even in 1940, which turned out to be a Demo- 
cratic landslide year. If he could not do it then he hardly could 
be expected to do it now. 


WHO TO RUN WITH FDR? Among those more prominently 


mentioned as possible substi- 
tutes are Senator Scott Lucas, of Illinois; War Mobilization Direc- 
tor and former Supreme Court Justice James F. Byrnes, of South 
Carolina, and Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn, of Texas. It 
will probably not be known until the convention meets who the 
favored candidate is. 

A possibility not to be forgotten is that Wendell Willkie will 
emerge as the Democratic vice presidential nominee. If he is turned 
down by the Republicans, the Democrats may seize on him as a sure 
means of winning the electiom. There can hardly be any doubt of 
his ability to bring over enough Republicans to insure the election 
of the Democratic ticket, particularly if his nomination were linked 
with a public commitment on the part of the President to retire 
from office after the war is won and the peace established, thus 
permitting Mr. Willkie to serve out the remainder of the term. 

And no one has any serious doubts as to Mr. Willkie’s willingness 
to accept such an alignment,

Army Patches E verything 
From B-17s to Zippers 


ROBINS FIELD, Ga.—This place is so big, and 
Major Dan Duval, the information officer, pours 
the facts to you in such a spate, it’s hard to know 
exactly how to start telling the story. ae 


To begin, though, Warner Rob- 
ins Field is one of 11 Supply and 
Maintenance depots of the Air 
Service Command in this country. 
It was planned before Pearl Har- 
bor and it was built to stay after 
the war is over. It lies 16 miles 
south of Macon, toward Perry, 
and it was named for a distin- 
guished Virginian whose father 
rode with Jeb Stuart, and who 
himself was in charge of pilot 
training for the Army before he 
died not long ago. 

Its hundred-odd shops, ware- 
houses and cantonments, camou- 
flaged in pink and brown and 
dusty green, are scattered over 
5000 acres, for it was built dis- 
spersed in the days when there 
was danger that this country 
might be bombed. | 

Its shops are equipped to com- 
pletely rebuild and repair any type 
of aircraft the Army uses, and in 
the two million square feet of its 
warehouse area you can find any- 
thing in the world an Air Force 
needs, from 2,000 h. p. engines all 
wrapped up in cellophane bags, 
to tiny hypodermic needles for air 
medical officers. 

EVERYTHING REPAIRED 

It might be of interest to the 
taxpayers to know that not only 
are airplanes repaired and sal- 
vaged here. Anything that can 
be patched up, from a B-17 to a 
broken zipper on an airman’s fly- 
ing suit, is sent here to be made 
ready for use again. — 

It is a civil service operation, 
with civilians trained right here 
on the place, working under the 
direction of the military, at sal- 
aries ranging from $1,080 a year 
on up to $3,600 for the higher 
skills and supervisory jobs. 

They come from all over, but 
they are mostly Georgians, from 
a radius of 100 miles or so. And 
they do so well the Chambers of 
Commerce might well take note. 
Where they have been trying to 
sell the south to industrialists 
heretofore on a basis of plenty 
of cheap and docile labor, which 
brought in low-skilled industries, 
they might sell from now on out 
on a basis of plenty of labor in- 
telligent enough to learn in a short 
time the very highest skills. 

The engine repair shops illus- 
trate this perfectly. Here, in ma- 
chine shops spotless as an operat- 
ing room, girls and women trained 
on the place tear down, clean, re- 
pair and put back together air- 
plane engines with amazing speed. 
Most of them never before had 
performed a mechanical operation 
more complicated than turning a 
windlass to draw water out of a 
well. 

Those air freight lines of the 
future you read about in the ads 
are already in operation here. Big 
freight planes like the “Woodpeck- 
er’s Haven,” a plywood ship that 
can carry a GI truck, leave the 
freight terminal here daily bound 
for the ends of the earth. 

There is a hotel here called 
the Hotel de Gink which is the 
common name for all Army hotels. 


It is situated between two han- 
gars and in its lounge on any 
given evening you may find young 
men who a week ago or less were 
buying a bauble for their sweetie 
pie in Chunking, and who a week 
from now may be relaxing in the 
Hotel de Gink in Delhi or Cairo, 
Many of them wear ribbons show- 
ing that they have been cited for 
flying unarmed and unarmored 
aircraft in combat zones, but they 
won't give a reporter the time of 
day—for publication—about what 
they’ve done, 

“And have some combat pilot 
rib the pants off me the next time 
I land in the Solomons?” said one. 
“Don’t make me laugh. It would 
sound like a Boy Scout bragging 
in front of a Tarawa Marine about 
what a rough camping trip he had 
been on.” 

The Air Service Staff and Com- 
mand School is located here, and 
another school with a curriculum 
so hush-hush that its students live 
entirely apart from all other mili- 
tary personnel on the post and do 
not even fraternize, around the 
field or in town, with other GI’s. 
They are the Einsteins of the 
Army, winnowed by selective tests 
from the rank and file. 

There is also a school for air 
medical officers, but the big work 
of the post is maintenance and 
supply. The place never sleeps. 
In the dead of night, from far up 
the road you can see the blue 
lights of the big hangar repair 
shops glowing like cats eyes in 
the dark and there is always the 
noise of airplane engines roaring 
on the test blocks. 

RIGID ROUTINE. 

Not much happens in the way 
of “human interest” stuff. The 
place works too close to a rigid 
routine. Not long ago, though, a 
flight of bombers came in with 
their combat crews and the post 
commander had to order nearly 
every ship in the flight repainted. 
The boys had gotten a little too 
vivid in the inscriptions they had 
written on the sides of their ships, 
and there was a little too much 
stress on the feminine form, un- 
draped. 

When one squadron pulled out 
for Africa not long ago the shop 
was hard up for tools for a day 
or so until they could get a new 
supply. Even the caretaker’s lawn- 
mower was gone. ¢ 

“If that gang dropped on the 
target everything they swiped out 
of here,” the foreman said, with- 
out anger, “they did more dam- 
age with monkey wrenches than 
they did with bombs.” 

Frequently around the _air- 
planes you note things that are 
not strictly GI. 

In a badly shot up old Fort that 
was here the other day, for in- 
stance, some neat soul, dreaming 
of white-tiled bathrooms no doubt, 
and running water both H and C, 
had placed on the drab utilitarian 
device in the back of the ship the 
familiar seat cover of flowered 
chenille, 

It added quite a homey touch.

Nazi Strategy 


In “Das Reich,” Dr. Goebbels’s 
weekly newspaper, issue of De- 
cémber 5, an entire page is given 
to an article describing the pres- 
ent situation of Germany and the 
strategy she must follow to avoid 
defeat. There is no mention of 
victory. The writer takes it for 
granted, and seeks to educate 
the German people to acceptance 
of the fact, that the German wat 
of aggrandizement is already lost. 
The war now being fought is 
purely defensive, and its object 
is only to win a tolerable peace 
from the victors. 

For the first time, as far as I 
know, it is openly acknowledged 
in this article that the war turn- 
ed against the Germans, exactly 
when opinion in the Allied coun- 
tries thought it had, namely in the 
fall of 1942, a period which en- 
compasses the successful defense 
of Stalingrad, the German retreat 
in Egypt, and the landing of the 
Americans in North Africa. 


TRUTH BEAT STRATEGY 


In domestic propaganda it is 
obvious that the best strategy to- 
day is the truth. Thus the author 
of the article says: “The contem- 
porary picture is that we are 
everywhere on the defensive, and 
the enemy everywhere is attack- 
ing; not only on the continenetal 
theater of war, in Russia and in 
the south, but also in the air; 
while the U-boat weapon has lost 
its offensive power. At the ap- 
proach of the fifth war year, the 
war is going over into the two- 
front period.” 

In such a situation, the tasks 
facing Germany, are, he holds, 
these: Concentrate all strategy on 
defense. With this in mind, turn 
the path of the enemy, who must 
attack, into a road of blood. Con- 
vince him that it is either, first, 
impossible to capture the main 
central position, or, second, that 
the price will be too high for his 
guts. 

The writer says that except for 
the United States, all Germany’s 
enemies are also tired, as Ger- 
many is. Britain, he says, has been 
strained to the breaking point 
since 1942: the Soviet Union is 
suffering from superhuman ef.- 
forts; and only the Americans 
will appear in the European the- 
ater completely fresh. 


AMERICANS DIVIDED 

But the Americans, he says, are 
torn between Europe and eastern 
Asia, and their divisions, he as- 
serts, are fighting too far from 
home to understand the meaning 
of the war. 

On this basis, the writer specu- 
lates that the Russians will not 
indefinitely continue their offen- 
ses; that the real test will come 
when Russian soil is freed of 
German troops. At this point, he 
hopes and believes Allied coalition 
will split. He has similar hopes 
in the Mediterranean campaign, 
that when Anglo-American troops 
reach the Balkans, the inner 
solidity of the coalition with Rus- 
sia will not withstand the po- 
litical test. He speculates that 
America will revolt at heavy cas- 
ualties, and that in this combina 
tion of circumstances, there will 
be a chance for Germany to make 
a deal. 

He quotes two first-class Ger- 
man authors, Professor Delbrueck, 
the historian, and Field Marshall 
Ritter von Leeb, on the strategy 
of defense. It has two possible 
purposes; the one, so to weaken 
the enemy that you can take the 
offensive yourself; the other, to 
break down the enemy to the 
point where he is willing to ne- 
gotiate peace, even though still 
in the superior position. The au- 
thor admits that the first of these 
is impossible. Germany will never 
recapture the offensive and never 
be victorious. But the second is 
possible, and must be the political 
and military aim. 

IMPRESSED WITH CANDOR 

I find this article significant for 

its complete candor. It is obvious 


| that the German people know the 


situation and that further false 
optimism is useless. 

But it is also important that 
this article was written before 
the Teheran statement was pub- 


lished. Actually, it appeared on| 


the same day, but must have been 
written before. The Teheran 
statement deals a heavy blow to 
the speculation that Russia may 
give out once she has driven out 
the Germans. It does prove, how- 
ever, that the Germans intend to 
withdraw entirely from Russia. 
Teheran also dealt a blow to the 
speculation that differences might 
arise between Russia and the west- 
ern allies over the Balkan cam- 
paign. The military strategy is 
mutually planned, and a few days 
after Teheran Tito’s army of lib- 
eration was recognized in London. 

There is therefore little left of 
this whole strategy except the 
hope of breaking down the Ameri- 
can will. So we may expect that 
the mouthpieces of Germany in 
this country will do everything to 
build up American losses in lives 
and materiel in the next months. 
In the light of this I think it un- 
wise of our government to make 
such pessimistic forecasts. 

Symptoms that this German 
propaganda is already under way 
showed themselves when in re- 
porting a recent raid on Germany 
the Germans’ reports doubled our 
losses.

Capital Upholds Newspaper 
In Bomber Crash Picture Ban 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 19. 
(P?)}—The Birmingham News and 
Age-Herald announced tonight 
preparation of a formal protest to 
the War Department and the 
Office of Censorship over alleged 
interference by Army officers 
with a staff photographer assigned 
to take pictures of a bomber 
crash, 

The plane, a B-24 Liberator 
based at Will Rogers Field, Okla., 
crashed and burned shortly after 
taking off from the Birmingham 
Army air base last night. Nine 
men were killed and a tenth was 
critically injured. Names of the 
victims were released today at 
Will Rogers Field. - 

The accident occurred about a 
mile southwest of the field near 
a dairy farm. 

Roy T. Carter Sr., staff pho- 
tographer for the newspapers, 
said he had made one picture of 
the flaming wreckage when offi- 
cers seized his camera. 

FILM DESTROYED 

“I told them I had only shot 
one picture and asked for my 
camera back, telling them to take 
the film but to return my cam- 
era,” Carter said. He added that 
the film was then destroyed by 
an officer who appeared to be in 
charge of the-group. The camera 
was returned undamaged.

firm and long co-operation of the 
peace-loving people of Europe.” 

The article accused the Polish 
government of being favorable to 
Hitler before the war and even of 
preparing “to go to war on the 
side of Hitlerite Germany.” 

“This became difficult because 
Hitler decided to make a victim 
of Poland instead of an ally,’ it 
said. : 

On the other hand Poland’s atti- 
tude toward Russia before the war 
was antagonistic, the article claim- 
ed, saying trade with Russia drop- 
ped to half of 1 per cent of all 
Polish foreign trade. 

In London, Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden told the house of 
commons the Soviet-Polish fron- 
tier question was “extremely dif- 
ficult and delicate” and cautioned, 
“I am sure the house will feel 
the utmost reserve should be prac- 
ticed at this particular moment.” 

Eden disclosed that Britain is 
in constant touch with both sides 
in an effort to bring about a 
friendly settlement, and observed, 
“We are not without hope that a 
favorable solution may be ob- 
tained.” The British government, 
however, still is awaiting Mos- 
cow’s reply to the offer of Setre- 
tary of State Hull for United 
States mediation in the dispute.

RUSSIANS INDIGNANT 

They didn’t ask whether it was 
true, but their questions were all 
alike. They wanted to know, 
“Why have the British done this?” 

I tried to tell them that the 
headline over the story used the 
word “slukhi,” which means 
rumor, 

“Yes,” they answered, “but did 
you read where the article said 
that the meeting was not without 
result? What about that?” 

Another one said, “You know 
our papers don’t print stories like 
this without foundation.” 

These were average Russians— 
not members of any profession or 
deep political thinkers. 

“And what does your wife and 
mother think?” I asked one. 

“Well,” he said, “my mother re- 
members the revolution and civil 
war and some of the things that 
happened then and—well, all 
kinds of things can happen.” 

The article was very disturbing 
to all people I talked to. They 
got just as excited over the sug- 
gestion that one of their Allies 
would sign a separate peace as an 
American or Britisher would over 
the ‘suggestion that Russia would 
Sign a separate peace. 
COMMENT ON MOVIE 

I talked to other friends about 
“In Which We Serve,” the movie 
of the British Royal Navy at war 
featuring a destroyer and her 
crew. 

A woman said she thought it 
was a beautiful picture and that 
it was a fine story of an Ally one 
liked to have. 

One friend asked if it were not 
from life. When I said I believed 
it was about some incident in the 
career of Admiral Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, this Russian said he 
thought so, for the British were 
courageous fighters and this pic- 
ture rang true. 

One should not forget that ru- 
mors have been printed abroad in 
the past to the effect that the So- 
viet Union was being approached 
by Germany to sign a separate 
peace,

‘New Rules Cut 
Whisky Prices 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(4)— 
An Office of Price Administration 
official told senators investigating 
the liquor shortage today that re- 
cent OPA regulations had reduced 
prices of new blends of whisky 
“an average of from 5 to 10 per 
cent.” 

The official, Wilson D. Sanders, 
head of the beverage section of 


the price division, said the regula- 
tions, issued December 27, were 


aimed in part at preventing price 
evasions by the creation of new 
brands. 

He testified that 3,000 new 
brands came onto the market be- 
tween March, 1942, when maxi- 
mum prices were established, and 
December 27, when OPA fixed a 
new formula for maximum prices 
at which alcohol beverages could 
be sold. 

Sanders replied with a vigorous 
negative when Senator Ferguson, 
Republican, Michigan, asked 
whether blends containing 75 per 
cent neutral spirits could sell at 
prices higher than Old Taylor and 
Old Granddad, straight liquors, 
for which prices were frozen at 
March, 1942, levels. 

Ferguson asked the witness to 
supply for the record any in- 
stances where the December 27, 
1943, regulations had forced down 
the price of a new brand. These 
regulations fixed a top price on 
liquors under a formula consid- 
ering the percentage of neutral 
spirits, the proof of the whisky 
and its age. 

“I think it is as nearly prac- 
tical as we could make regula- 
tions,” Sanders told the group, 
made up of members of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. “They 
will stop the bringing out of new 
brands for the purpose of price 
evasion,” 

Sanders said the scarcity of liq- 
uor on the market first was ap- 
parent after November 1, 1942, 
when increased taxes on liquor 
became —s

Forestry Men 
OpposeControl 


“Forestry is very definitely an 
important part of the south’s fu- 
ture,” said Colin P. Kelly Sr., of 
Madison, Fla., father of Captain 
Colin P. Kelly, war hero, in a 
speech yesterday to the Southern 
Forestry Conference at the Ansley 


hotel. 

Kelly, presiding, made an eight- 
point speech, bringing out the 
problems confronting the timber- 
land operator. 

“Although the operator is urged 
to make his timber available to 
the government for lumber and 
pulp, he has been denied any op- 
portunity to participate in the fix- 
ing of ceiling prices,” he said.

“This Forest Farmers’ Associa- 
tion is definitely on record as 
opposed to control by the federal 
government. At the same time we 
are on record as favoring better 
forestry, with the ending of 
destructive cutting, improvement 
of timber lands, and recapturing 
of the earlier timber prosperity.” 

He advocated strengthening the

able. 

Cc. L. Forsling, chief of the Di- 
vision of Research of the United 
States Forest Service, said:

Pre-Induction | Eden Bluntly Warns Franco 


To Withdraw Aid to Axis 


Rule Explained 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(#)— 
Draft boards are ordering 1-A 
men to report for pre-induction 
physical examinations whether or 
not they have appealed their 1-A 
classification, a selective service 
spokesman said today. 


The idea is to get the pre-induc- 
tion physical out of the way first, 
and determine whether the man 
is fit for service, before proceed- 
ing to hold hearings or otherwise 
consider an appeal which he may 
make within 10 days after being 
classified 1-A. 

In such cases, the spokesman 
explained, the 2l-day period of 
civilian life, which every regis- 
trant is guaranteed after passing 
a pre-induction physical, dates 
from the day the draft board mails 
the man his certificate of physi- 
cal fitness, and not from the day 
his appeal is finally turned down. 

Thus, under the regulations, if 
a man passes his physical but has 
an appeal pending which requires 
more than 21 days for settlement, 
he may be inducted shortly after 
this final ruling, instead of being 
given an additional “furlough” 
period. 

The spokesman potnted out that 
21 days is a minimum period. 
Draft boards must give a man at 
least that long before inducting 
him, but some men will get more 
than 21 days, depending on how 
fast the board must call men to 
fill its quotas. 


LONDON, Jan. . 19.—(4)—In 
blunt terms Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden warned Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco today of 
“the most serious effect” which 
the presence of Spanish troops 
fighting alongside the Germans on 
the Russian front “must have on 
Anglo-Spanish relations now and 
in the future.” 

The warning, voiced in the 
house of commons in the presence 
of Prime Minister Churchill, was 
couched in such strong terms as 
to suggest that Eden, while side- 
stepping an open rupture, was 
leaving no doubt that Britain’s 
patience was running out over the 
thinly disguised Spanish aid to 
Germany. 

Another .issue which may pre- 
sent, difficulties for Madrid and 
London was laid before the house 
when Eden disclosed that the gov- 
ernment had renewed strong rec- 
ommendations supporting the Ital- 
ian government’s request for re- 
lease of all Italian ships in Span- 
ish ports. 

London afternoon newspapers 
gave prominent display to the for- 
eign secretary’s unusually out- 
spoken warning. The Star said 
editorially: 

“At last we are beginning to get 
to grips with the Dictator Franco. 
The crisis in Anglo-Spanish affairs 
arises out of the farce of the so- 
called ‘withdrawal’ of the Spanish 
Blue Division from the Russian 


front . . . Moscow’s precise infor- 
mation of Spanish troops still 
fighting on the Leningrad front 
effectively exposed Franco’s du- 
plicity. 

“This barefaced breach of neu- 
trality has to stop. Either Franco 
asserts his authority ... or else 
the British and American govern- 
ments must take really effective 
steps against him.” 


This was the second incident of 
Anglo-Spanish tension brought 
into the open within five days: 
On Januray 14 London asked the 
Madrid government to investigate 
the placing of time bombs in car- 
goes of oranges shipped from 
Spain to Britain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(4)— 
Lieutenant General Brehon Somer- 
vell said goodbye to the nation’s 
railroads today with words of 


praise for railway management 
and labor, and words of thanks 
that he is no longer responsible 
for operating the carriers. 

The roads were turned back to 
private management at midnight 
last night after the Army had 
operated them on orders of the 
President since December 27. In 
an informal interview today, Som- 
ervell was asked how he liked be- 
ing the country’s biggest railroad 
magnate, and replied “I don’t 
like it.” 

The general said the Army was 
“gratified” that the roads showed 
an improvement—in the form of 
fewer layovers and better sched- 
ules—each day the Army was in 
control, but he quickly disclaimed 
for the Army any credit for that 
record. 

“We didn’t do much about it,” 
he said. “The first reason for the 
improvement was that the rail- 
roads themselves were very anx-

The House Military Committee 
yesterday pigeonholed er resident 
Roosevelt’s request fora law to 
subject civilians to war production 
assignments. The senate’s com- 
parable committee, despite Stim- 
son’s sharply phras urging, 
showed little disposition to hurry 
a decision today. The members 
quizzed the secretary for three 
hours, decided ta recall him next 
Wednesday, and Senator Austin 
Republican, Vermont, said it rhight 
be spring before the committee 
acts. 

Stimson told the senate group 
the labor draft bill introduced 
more than a year ago by Austin 
and another Republican, Repre- 
sentative Wadsworth, New York, 
is the best approach to the idea 
he has seen. He pounded in these 
personal conclusions as civilian 
head of the Army: 


1. The armed forces think labor 
difficulties at home are “trifling” 
and the soldiers overseas are “‘bit- 
terly resentful” of strikes and la- 
bor unrest. 


2. The war machine is in danger 
of missing the 1944 production 
goals without a labor draft law 
because of manpower shortages. 
Undersecretary Patterson said 
these shortages exist in aircraft, 
coal mining, lumbering and ball- 
bearing plants.” 

3. “Sentiment among the people 
doesn’t terrify’ me—”, It is con- 
gress which “needs {mpressing. 9 

Stimson said the men in uni- 
form are demanding that the pub- 
lic at home bear a burden com- 
parable to theirs and asserted that 
labor conscription would equalize 
the civilian and military sacrifices. 

At one point he differed slightly 
from the stand taken by the Presi- 
dent, who had asked a five-point 
program and said that national 
service was so interlinked with the 
other proposals that it should not 
be adopted without them. Stimson 
said national service would be a 
good idea even without the rest of 
the program. Mr. Roosevelt’s ad- 
ditional requests were for higher 
taxes, continuance of the war con- 
tract renegotiation law, food sub- 
sidies, and re-enactment of the 
price control setup. 

Stimson hastened to say, how- 
ever, that renegotiations and war 
profit taxes are needed. 

He likened a labor draft act to 
a shot in the arm for the nation’s 
patriotism. The first flush of en- 
terprise excited by the Pearl Har- 
bor attack has worn off and now 
the “stern voice of law” is re- 
quired to “keep up that patriotic 
emotion,” he declared. 

As to the administration of a 
labor draft, Stimson said, “We 
don’t propose to move great 
masses of labor... the bulk of 
labor now is where it ought to be.” 

“But the time is coming,” he 
added, “with the approach of bat- 
tle climax when we'll need the 
power to place a man and tell 
him ‘It’s your duty to stay where 
you are.’ We lose time in filling 
gaps (in employment) and we’ve 
reached the period where time 
means life to our soldiers.” 


AFL Blasts Proposed 


National Service Act 


MIAMI, Fla., Jan, 19.—(4)—In 
a blast at proposed national serv- 
ice legislation, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor executive coun- 
cil asserted today that although it 
had submitted voluntarily to a 
number of wartime controls the 
Federation “never will surrender” 
what it called the “basic freedom 
of American workers.” 

President William Green ac- 
knowledged at a news conference 
that on the basis of advices from 
Washington he believed a national 
service bill had “little chance” of 
“you can’t 
be sure.” 

A council statement said the 
AFL “has consistently supported 
every sound measure designed to 
win the war in the shortest possi- 
ble time.” Then, in an oblique 
criticism of Communist-dominated 
organizations, the statement add- 
ed: “Unlike other groups, whose 
opposition to Nazism and Fascism 
is of recent and belated origin, the 
AFL from the very beginning vig- 
orously and uncompromisingly de- 
nounced totalitarian dictatorship 
and recognized its basic hostility 
to democracy. . 

“The one thing the AFL has not 
surrendered and never will sur- 
render is the basic freedom of 
American’ workers. Fundamen- 
tally, this is a war between free- 
dom and slavery, a war of free 
workers against slave workers. We 
believe that in freedom there is 
strength. The amazing speed with 
which free American workers 
have won the battle of war pro- 
duction against the enemy within 
two years upholds the truth of 
that principle.”

(P)\—A Georgia mother broke a 
bottle of champagne today on a 
new destroyer escort named in 
honor of her hero son, whose final 
words “I can range no longer,” 
inspired the christening speech at 
the ceremony. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Cofer, mother 
of Seaman John Joseph Cofer, 
Louisville, Ga., who was killed 
at his station in action aboard the 
U. S. S. Aaron Ward in the Pa- 
cific, is also the mother of two 
other men who have been assigned 
to serve aboard the U. S. S. Cofer 
when she is placed in commission. 
They are Lieutenant C. H. Cofer 
and Radioman Third Class S. R. 
Cofer. 

Captain Lawrence Smith, U. S. 
MCR, former Savannah, Ga., news- 
paperman, who served with the 
Marines on Guadalcanal, told of 
the night in November 1942 when 
Seaman Cofer died at his battle 
Station while directing firing of 
guns attacking Jap planes.

had launched “several divisions” 
against Nazi positions east of the 
Gulf of Gaeta, and that “fighting 
is in full swing.” The Garigliano 
empties into the Gulf of Gaeta 
80 miles southeast of Rome. 

This was the first important 
action in the coastal area of the 
Fifth Army front since Lieutenant 
General Mark W. Clark’s forces 
reached the eastern bank of the 
Garigliano over two months ago. 
At that time the winding stream 
was swollen and shortly after 
broke its banks for a width of a 
mile, but it since has receded. 

Three British assault forces 
struck in darkness early Monday 
night and met a curtain of fire 
from the strongly-entrenched 
enemy. The right wing fought its 
way across the river near the vil- 
lage of Suio, seven miles inland 
from the coast, where it still was 
locked in hard combat. 

A second force hit at a point 
about four miles from the sea, 
where a railroad from Capua to 
Rome reaches the Garigliano and 
turns southward, seeking an easy 
crossing of the stream. Still a 
third bridgehead was established 
at the village of Argento, almost 
on the coast itself. The Appian 
Way at this point is only two 
miles from the sea. The Nazis 
lashed back with a strong but 
futile tank attack at Argento. 

For the past week Allied ac- 
counts of the-fight for Cassino, 
20 miles from the Gulf of Gaeta, 
have mentioned only American 
and French troops among the at- 
tacking forces, possibly indicating 
that British units were withdrawn 
from that sector and massed low- 
er down the Garigliano for the 
blows announced today. 

Primary objectives of the new 
coastal drive are the Nazi-held 
ports of Formia and Gaeta, ap- 
proximately 9 and 12 miles, 
respectively, from the point 
where the Appian Way crosses 
the Garigliano. In establishing 
bridgeheads at three points the 
British appeared to have made 
the first beaches in the Nazis’ so- 
called Gustav line, which Ger- 
man prisoners described as run- 
ning from the sea 30 miles inland 
to the mountains northeast of 
Cassino. 

Cassino was under almost point- 
blank artillery fire, but an offi- 
cial military commentator § said 
there was nothing to support pub- 
lished reports that American pa- 
trols had clashed with German 
troops inside Cassino.

4 medium sweet potatoes 

2 tablespoons margarine 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

Fine dry bread crumbs 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

1 tablespoon water 

Boil potatoes in jackets until 
tender, drain and put through 
ricer. Add margarine, salt, pepper 
and sugar and beat until fluffy. 
Shape into patties and roll in 
crumbs. Dip in rhixture of egg 
and water and roll again in 
crumbs. Fry in deep hot fat 3 or 
4 minutes or until golden brown. 
Drain on unglazed paper and 
serve hot. Left-over potatoes may 
be used for these, 

Scalloped Sweet Potatoes and 
Apples: Wash and cook 3 medium 
sized sweet potatoes in their 
jackets. When tender, peel and 
cut crosswise in slices one-third 
inch thick. Peel and slice 4 tart 
apples. Arrange a layer of sweet 
potatoes in a baking dish, cover 
with apples and sprinkle with 
brown sugar, dot with 1 teaspoon 
margarine. Repeat layers of ap- 
ples and potatoes until used up. 
Add 1-2-cup hot water and bake 
in a moderate oven for 35 to 40 
minutes or until the top layer of 
potatoes is brown and the apples 
are tender. 

Sweet Potato Pie: Wash 2 me- 
dium sized sweet potatoes and 
cook until tender in boiling water. 
Drain, peel and put through a 
potato ricer or rub through a 
coarse strainer.

‘Food Is Big Morale Factor,’ 


Says Lt. Ruth 


Whether it’s called “mess,” 
“chow,” or “food,” Lieutenant 
Ruth Baumgartner, who is on duty 
in the Public Relations office of 
the Marine Corps in this area, 
considers it the biggest morale 
factor of the armed and the civil- 
jan forces. And if Marines, like 
armies, travel on their stomachs, 
the Lady Marines should go far, 
according to this pretty young of- 
ficer, whose charm belies the re- 
puted “hardness” of the Marine 
Corps. 

By way of explanation, Lieuten- 
ant Baumgartner continued: 

“For when ‘soupy’ (the omni- 
present bugle) sounds chow, the 
Women Marines at their training 
center, New River, N. C., fall into 
some of the best food to be found 
-—and the secret? Women cooks 
| women mess sergeants . 
women mess officers wom- 
en bakers women mess girls. 

“The food itself is excellent, for 
of course the military receives the 
best of raw foods which are well 
— and attractively served. 

ighter meals than the men eat 
are planned for the women (who 
have three of their own light, 
airy, brick mess halls) and run- 
ning true to feminine form, noon 
chow is luncheon, evening chow is 
dinner, reversing the usual mascu- 
line military procedure.

ADVANCED SOUTH PACIFIC 
BASE, Jan. 8.—(#)—(Delayed)— 
Commander Vilhelm K. Busck, 40, 
who freightened off two Japanese 
bombers by. pointing a fire hose 
at them, was awarded the Navy 
Cross today for heroism during 
the Vella Lavella campaign.

One LST was hit and its cargo 
of gasoline and ammunition set 
Busck brought his flagship 
alongside, boarded the burning 
vessel whose crew had _ gone 
ashore.

Commander Busck was atop the

How It Looks 


On a recent trip through the

Admitting that all professional 
sport is a pin-point in importance 
against the needs of war, only a 
German collapse at the rim of 
spring would help baseball. By 
April or early May there will be 
too many taken if the war is still 
setting the same furious pace. 
And none of these could be turned 
back in time to’ play any base- 
ball. 

There has already been much 
criticism of well-known stars be- © 
ing retained at certain war cen- 
ters to provide winning teams. 
It should be understood , that 
this is the fault of Army and 
Navy posts—not the fault of the 
athletes, They do what they 
are told do. Cana has had 
the same trouble—hdlding men 
away from battle action to pro- 
vide better Army or Navy 
teams at home. 

It should be added here that 
every known fighting front by 
land, sea or air has its share of 
former athletic stars. This is a 
far different story from World 
War No. 1, where baseball] had a 
sorry job. 


The Part of Sport 


Sport has no part to play until 
the war is over that doesn’t help 
the war effort on both the home 
and the battle fronts. But it 
would certainly be no help to the 
war effort to abolish all sport. 
Those .in the service, from far 
away camps and fields to U. S. 
barracks, don’t want it that way. 

Pro baseball, major and 
minor, will go on with what it 

happens to have left. It is a 

sure thing there will be enough 

left to carry many schedules 
through. As long as teams are 
fairly well matched it will 

make no great difference. A 

minor league pitcher looks just 

as good as a big league pitcher 

— he meets big league bat- 

rs.
